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(57) Abstract 

The invention relates to pharmaceutical compositions suitable for treating or curing clinical complications mediated by endotoxin, 
including sepsis. The compositions contain components suitable for detoxifying endotoxin rendering it less deleterious to mammals such as 
humans, in particular to patients with reduced host-defence resistance. The invendon also relates to pharmaceutical compositions suitable for 
stimulating bone formation, e.g. form mending broken bone or for prophylaxis or therapy of osteoporosis and pharmaceutical compositions 
for decreasing or inhibiting undesired bone formation. The pharmaceutical compositions according to the invention are directed at modulating 
phosphatase activity in vivo. 
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
